With every passing year the most talented and creative, elements of our White race in the 
United States permit themselves to be further misled and brainwashed, under the false slogans 
of Christian Brotherhood and humanitarianism, into the process of racial suicide. The White 
man is deceived into weeping bitter tears over the alleged injustices committed against Jews, 
Negroes, and half-castes but pays absolutely no heed to the obvious fact THAT HIS OWN WESTERN 
CIVILIZATION IS CRUMBLING INTO DUST BECAUSE THESE LESS GIFTED SUB-RACES LACK THE CAPACITY TO 
MAINTAIN OUR PRESENT STANDARDS OF CULTURE ONCE THE WHITE RACE PERMITS ITS MASTERY TO BE CHALLENGED 
OR ITS INFLUENCE TO BE ERADICATED. The f9rm of government practiced in the United States per- 
mits organized racial minority groups to exercise an undue influence upon the corrupt bureau- 
cratic machinery of both the Democratic arid Republican par ties. The only criteria for attaining 
political influence under "American Democracy" is not based upon either racial values or national 
idealism but solely upon the number of votes and the amount of cash which can be accumulated by 
these archaic and decadent political monstrosities. OUR VERY SYSTEM OF GOVERNMENT WHICH GLORI- 
FIES WEALTH ABOVE INTELLIGENCE AND PREFERS QUANTITY RATHER THAN QUALITY PERMITS THE JEW TO 
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IMPOSE HIS WILL UPON THE WHITE CHRISTIAN MAJORITY AND CAUSES RACIAL DEGENERATION TO UNDER- 
MINE THE CULTURAL FOUNDATIONS OF OUR BELOVED COUNTRY! The Jew can only flourish in societies 
which place the profit motive above considerations of racial and national loyalty. The ever- 
increasing rate of juvenile delinquency, narcotics addiction, aid unwed motherhood among 
American youth can be traced directly to the changing racial complexion of our population and 
the adverse effects of forced racial integration in our public school system. The undesirable 
characteristics of less gifted and more primitive racial types are beginning to rub off on 
White children as a result of daily intimate contact between impressionable young men and 
women. The normal educational standards must be lowered in order to give an equal opportunity 
to the normally less talented masses of youngsters from minority groups. 

Skilled Jewish organizers and ^financiers have set up three organizations to capture the- 
political support of TWENTY MILLION colored Americans for the backing of Jewish-sponsored 
candidates and legislation in Washington. These groups are the National Association For the 
Advancement of Colored People (NAACP) , the Congress t of Racial Equality (CORE) , and the Urban 
League. The avowed purpose of these groups of professional agitators is* to break down all 
racial barriers between Blacks and Whites thus eventually leading to a* complete deterioration 
of Western Civilization on the North American continent. c The results of such a campaign can 
be seen in the illiteracy and poverty which are prevalent in the totaly integrated nations of 
Central and South America. The Jew can more* easily dominate a race of mongrelized wage-slaves 
than a pure race which is filled with pride in its heritage and scientific accomplishments. 

The Jews have also taken complete mastery over the minds of New York's vast Spanish- 
speaking population by having the Jewish millionaire, L. Raymond Chalk, purchase two news-, 
papers, "EL DIARIO de NUEVA YORK" and "LA PRENSA" , which serve as daily reading matter for 
nearly a million Puerto Ricans and Cubans in the United States. Stanley Ross, another Jew, 
serves as the editor of "EL DIARIO de NUEVA YORK" and keeps.' pouring propaganda favorable to 
the Jewish cause into the minds of our Spanish-speaking populace. 

A definite reaction has begun among the Negro and Puerto Rican masses against this 
Jewish domination. Intelligent Black men are beginning to abandon the NAACP, CORE, and the 
Urban League and they are flocking into organizations like the Black, Muslim Movement and the 
Black Brotherhood which openly* recognize the vast cultural gap which exists between the Black 
and White races. These Black Nationalists point out that American Negroes have $20 BILLION 
WORTH OF PURCHASING POWER IN THE UNITED STATES BUT FAIL TO OWN A SINGLE MAJOR BUSINESS CON- 
CERN. These groups recognize that American Jewry is exploiting the voting power of the Black 
man while simultaneously using the Negro, as cheap labor in his sweat shops and as tenants 
for his filthy, rat-infested tenements in Harlem and* Chicago. Black and Puerto Rican, nation- 
alists demand a geographical separation of the races and as a result they have been politi- 
cally branded by the Jews as "Black Nazis", or stooges of the Cqmmunistq. The fact is that 
Jewry's colored stooges in the NAACP, CORE, and the Urban League have never recruited more 
than r 450,000 .Negroes out of a total population of Twenty Million Blacks despite the full 
support of radio, press, and television for their nefarious race-mixing program. Black 
Nationalism is sweeping ahead without the slightest aid from Jewish elements hence the smear 
campaign against these colored patriots. 

To regain their dwindling prestige as the foremost champions of civil rights American 
Jewry ordered their NAACP organization to groom a 29 year old Negro veteran, James Meredith, 
as an applicant for entry into the University of Mississippi. Jack Greenberg, top legal 
consultant for the NAACP, admitted on the Barry Gray show on Radio Station WMCA THAT JAMES 
MEREDITH HAD ASKED HELP FROM HIS ORGANIZATION IN ADVANCE AND THAT THE NAACP HAD SPENT $37,000 
THUS FAR IN FORCING MEREDITH INTO THE UNIVERSITY, Greenberg openly admitted that the NAACP 
had both helped and financed Meredith's activities which led to the death of two men and the 
injuring of hundreds. Greenberg also represented Meredith in his enrollment at the 
Mississippi college. _ _ _ __ 

The deliberate attempt by this Jewish-sponsored group to, attract publicity for their 
nefarious cause led to one of America's worst race riots, the invasion of Mississippi by 
25,000 American troops and 400 Federal Marshals (many of them being Jewish bully boys) led 
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by two Jewish commissars from Bobby Kennedy's Dept, of Justice; namely, Deputy Attorney- 
General Nicholas Katzenbach and Richard Guthman. Because Major General Edwin Walker, being 
a normal White Gentile, later denounced his own part in leading the Federal invasion of 
Little Rock, Arkansas, some five years earlier, THE COMMAND OF U.S. MILITARY FORCES IN- 
VADING MISSISSIPPI WAS PLACED IN THE HANDS OF A JEWISH COMMANDER, MAJOR GENERAL CREIGHTON 
ABRAMS! The now retired. Major General Edwin Walker, to make up for his error in serving 
Jewish tyranny at Little Rock, fought by the side of heroic, unarmed White students on the 
college campus. He was later arrested and remains under indictment on charges of' fomenting 
civil insurrection against the Federal Government pending a mental test by a Jewish psychia- 
trist named Overholser. A tremendous cost will be levied upon the already overburdened 
American taxpayer as the price of maintaining this huge military force (over 4 times the 
strength of American forces in Berlin) in Oxford, Mississippi. All this, plus the cost of 
two human lives, to keep one professional agitator on a university campus. 

The brutaL actions undertaken by the Federal Marshals, under the. control of Katzenbach 
and Guthman, has been described as follows in. a pamphlet entitled; "OXFORD, A WARNING TO 
ALL AMERICANS", published by the Mississippi State Junior Chambe' of Commerce: 

"Despite reports to the contrary, the conduct of the Federal Marshals during the tragic 
events at Oxford was not something of which Americans can be, proud. In fact, their conduct 
was reprehensible! Their inexperience was confirmed by President Kennedy at a meeting of 
Democratic Congressional leaders as reported by the nationally syndicated "Allen-Scott 
Report" when the President was said to have stated. the U.S. Marshals were inexperienced 
and blundered in their use of tear gas. It was a very sad day. 

' After the battle began the night of September 30th the marshals went on a rampage 
firing tear gas projectiles at close range into students and even into the back of the head 
of a Mississippi Highway Safety Patrolman knocking him unconscious. The marshals actually 
invaded the dormitories, firing tear gas projectiles. Because of the unnecessary' use of 
tear gas by the marshals, the campus was thick with gas for several days. Some of the class 
rooms could not be used for days... The treatment of "prisoners", many of whom did not par- 
ticipate in the battle, was shocking. Many .of the prisoners were 15 and' 16 year old boys, 
several were students, many; were outsiders, and a few were elderly men. h The night of Sept- 
ember 30 th and the next day were hours of unbelievable terror for those prisoners, some of 
whom had nothing to do with the riot. THE MARSHALS ADMINISTERED BEATINGS WITH NIGHTSTOCKS, 
KNOCKING A FEW ALMOST INTO A STATE OF UNCONSCIOUSNESS. A storeroom with no windows located 
in the Lyceum Building was converted into a virtual dungeon. Ordinarily, about 15 persons 
could have gotten into that room, and the marshals had packed it with almost 100 "prisoners" 
The "prisoners" were neither fed’ nor -given water for many long hours. With tear gas still 
in the ar,' the area was hardly bearable. Many of the boys had dried blood on their clothes 
and faces. A television newsman told at a .press conference of the cruel treatment the 
"prisoners" received from the marshals in the Lyceum Building." 

The Jewish agitators, with their handful of Negro dupes, who were responsible for 
setting the stage in this monstrous affair were completely unsuccessful in capturing the 
support of the colored masses in the United States. Rather than gaining acceptance by the 
White people of the South, this terrible riot caused untold thousands of Negroes to flee 
their homes and farms in the South and pour into Northern cities where they were promptly 
entered on the welfare aid relief rolls thus becoming an unnecessary burden to the White 
taxpayers in these areas. Instead of creating brotherly love, the OXFORD INCIDENT had 
stirred up a hornet's nest of hatred. Support* for the Jew began to dwindle, even among 
the Negro membership of the NAACP. We quote, from an article entitled, "INSIDE REPORT", by 
Shepard Draxin, in "THE JEWISH PRESS" of 11/2/62: 

"A rift between the NAACP and several Jewish organizations is being - regarded by civil 
libertarians as an embarrassing and difficult problem. Insiders knew fpr a long time that 
a rift was inevitable due to several hot issues. Firstly, many Jewish leaders feel that the 
, NAACP, America's largest Negro civil liberties organization lagged in its response to the 
Muslim movement which has been accused of promoting anti-Semitism among Negroes in the U.S. 
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'On several occasions, when open and vicious anti -rSemi tic near-riots took place in Harlem, 
NAACP officials were asked to come down and talk to the poster-carrying Negroes but they 
refused to do so. The. recent investigation of racial discrimination- in the INTERNATIONAL 
LADIES GARMENT WORKERS UNION, a predominantly Jewish union, brought the already hot tempers- 
to a broil. Charles Zimmerman, a vice president of the garment union, resigned as board 
member of the NAACP Legal Defense and Educational Fund. The National Trade, Union Cquncil 
for Human Rights of the JEWISH LABOR COMMITTEE wrote a letter to Mr. Wilkins (Roy Wilkins, 
a Negro leader of the NAACP) demanding that Mr. Hill of the NAACP be repudiated' for his 
"irresponsible" attacks. These "irresponsible" attacks have, been branded by Mr. Zimmerman 
as anti-Semitic attacks. It was learned later that Mr. Hill' (Herbert Hill, Chief Labor 
Council for the NAACP) who had so irked the Jewish leaders is himself a Jew. ONE THING 
IS CERTAIN AND CLEAR IN THIS CONTRQVERSY. MANY JEWISH FELLOWS, WHO' HAVE' CONTRIBUTED HEAVILY 
TO THE NEGRO' ORGANIZATION WILL BE WONDERING WHETHER, THEY ARE GETTING A FAIR DEAL IN RETURN. 
BIGOTRY IS COLORLESS, NEGROES TOO CAN BE HATEFUL." 

The above quoted statements from "THE JEWISH PRESS" should clearly drive, home to 
Negroes the fact that American Jewry has never practiced what it has preached.. The Negro 
and Puerto Rican ,'peopie have been used as a battering ram to break down the moral and- 
cultural standards' of the White race BUT JEWS HAVE MERELY SOUGHT TO CREATE A PUPPET ARMY 
OUT OF THESE UNFORTUNATE PEOPLE TO ACT AS A BUFFER AGAINST RETRIBUTION FROM AN AROUSED 
WHITE POPULATION. Negroes are expected to fight anti-Semitism among both Whites and Blacks 
in return for which the Jews promise them total integration with the White community. MEAN- 
WHILE THE JEWS CONTINUE TO VICOUSLY EXPLOIT THE PEOPLE OF BOTH RACES WHILE SIMULTANEOUSLY 
CREATING FRICTION AND HATRED THROUGH INCIDENTS SUCH AS THOSE IN LITTLE ROCK, ARKANSAS AND 
OXFORD, MISSISSIPPI. It is perfectly fine to allow their puppet NAACP to file legal suits 
against White hotels-, resorts., and labor unions BUT GOD HELD THE MISGUIDED NEGRO WHO DARES- 
TO POINT OUT DISCRIMINATION WHEN IT IS PRACTICED BY JEWISH GROUPS.

PAWN- THEIR PITIFUL BELONGINGS,- AND THE SWEAT SHOPS IN WHICH THEY TOIL UNDER SUB-HUMAN WORK- 
ING CONDITIONS, NEGROES MUST REALIZE THAT BLACK NATIONALISM WHICH ADVOCATES GEOGRAPHICAL 
SEPARATION OF THE RACES IS THE ONLY REMEDY WHICH OFFERS HIM THE DIGNITY OF COMPLETE FREEDOM 
FROM RAPACIOUS ECONOMIC EXPLOITATION. He cannot assimilate with the White face unless- he 
wishes total loss of, 'his /own- racial identity and mongrelized races lose all potential fof 
cultural progress.

Department 
(NYCPD) , advised that the Nationalist Party (NP) was formed 
on September 21 , 1961, arid although it has no actual, head- 
quarters,. continues to maintain , a "mail drop" at 507 Fifth 
Avenue , New York City . 

Detective ULASEWICZ further advised that although 
LUKE* DOMMER has no official title as an officer of the NP, 
he in actuality controls the activities of the NP. 

Detective ULASEWICZ stated that even though activities 
of the- NP consist of anti-communist demonstrations, members 
of the NP have in the past exhibited anti-semitic sympathies, 
and stated that LUKE DOMMER mentioned above attended a meeting 
-of the Fighting 1 American Nationalists (FAN) which was held in 
New York City- on; December 4 , i960. 

On August 2 > 1962, a confidential source advised 
that the NP activities are openly anti-communist. However, 
this source stated, members of the NP have strong anti- 
semitic sympathies which they do not reveal openly since 
they feel disclosure of such sympathies would lose many 
supporters for the NP. 

The above source further advised that the NP 
continues to Join with, other organizations in anti-communist 
demonstrations thereby giving the impression of having a 
greater membership than it actually has.

An article in the November 26, 1957* issue of the 
"Greenville Piedmont", a newspaper of Greenville, 

South Carolina, reported "the recent formation of a 
new political party to be known as the United White 
Party". According to the article, the party was 
formed at a recently held meeting in Knoxville, Tennessee 
at which many klansmen were represented. The UWP 
was reported as being opposed to all "race mixing 
organizations and individuals". 

The July, 1958 issue of "The Thunderbolt", self - 
described as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ 
of the National States Rights Party" (NSRP) reported that 
rank and file "States Rjghters" had merged with the UWP 
under "the banner of the National States Rights Party", 
with national offices at Post Office Box 26l, Jeffersonville, 
Indiana. 

In November, 1958, a source advised that the NSRP 
is composed of past members of klan-type organizations and 
notorious anti-Semites, 

Issue Number .• 19, dated June, i 960 , "The 
Thunderbolt", announced the address of the headquarters 
of the NSRP had been changed from Jeffersonville, Indiana 
to Post Office Box 783 * Birmingham, Alabama.

NATIONALIST PARTY 


On June 28, 1962, Detective TONY ULASEWICZ, Bureau 
of Special Services (BSS), New York City Police Department 
(NYCPD), advised that the Nationalist Party (NP) was formed 
on September 21, 1961, and although it has no actual head- 
quarters, continues to maintain a "mail drop" at 507 Fifth 
Avenue, New York City. 

Detective ULASEWICZ further advised that although 
LUKE DOMMER has no official title as an officer of the NP, 
he in actuality controls the activities of the NP. 

Detective ULASEWICZ stated that even though activities 
of the NP consist of anti-communist demonstrations, members 
of the NP have in the past exhibited anti-semitic sympathies, 
and stated that LUKE DOMMER mentioned above attended a meeting 
of the Fighting American Nationalists (FAN) which was held in 
New York City on December 4, i960. 

On August 2, 1962, a confidential source advised 
that the NP activities are openly anti-communist. However, 
this source stated, members of the NP have strong anti- 
semitic sympathies which they do not reveal openly since 
they feel disclosure of such sympathies would lose many 
supporters for the NP. 

The above source further advised that the NP 
continues to join with other organizations in anti -communist 
demonstrations thereby giving the impression of having a 
greater membership than it actually has.

A source advised on February 27, 1959, that 
GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL of Arlington, Virginia, had held 
an organizational meeting of the World Union of Free 
Enterprise National Socialists (WUFENS) at his residence 
on February 2 6, 1959. 

Six persons were present and they, according to 
the source, comprised the beginning of an officer corps of 
the organization. ROCKWELL told those present that the 
WUFENS would be an international movement, but that the 
section of the organization in the United States would be 
known as the American Party of the WUFENS. 

ROCKWELL, on March 2 6, 1959; furnished to Special 
Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, a copy of 
the program of the WUFENS, stating that he expects to 
become the President of the United States through the 
organization's platform. The 'main tenets of the WUFENS, 
as reflected in the program, call for the migration of 
Negroes to Africa and the trial and execution of all Jews 
guilty of Communist and Zionist treason.

A second source advised on August 15, 1962, that the 
main activity of the organization in furtherance of these 
objectives, has consisted of oicketings with anti- Jewish 
and anti-Negro placards; talks by ROCKWELL attacking Jews 
as traitors to the United States; attempts by ROCKWELL to 
form Nazi groups in various cities in the United States; 
and attempts to form a group ‘of international sympathizers . 
ROCKWELL prints large amounts of Nazi literature at 
American Nazi Party Headquarters, 928 North Randolph 
Street, Arlington, Virginia. ■ 

On June 29, 1962, the State of Virginia revoked 
the charter of the American Nazi Party.

On November 28, 1957, a source advised that 
the United White Party (UWP) was organized at a con- 
vention held in Knoxville, Tennessee, on November 10, 
1957. An article in the November 26, 1957, issue of the 
"Greenville Piedmont", a newspaper of Greenville, 

South Carolina, reported ’the recent formation of a 
new political party to be known as the United White 
Party". According th the article, the party was formed 
at a recently held meeting in Knoxville, Tennessee, at 
which many klansmen were represented. The UWP was 
reported as being opposed to all "race mixing organiza- 
tions and individuals." 

The July, 1958, issue of "The Thunderbolt", 
self -described as the "official Racial Nationalist 
Organ of the National States Rights Party" (NSRP) 
reported that rank, and file "States Rlghters" had 
merged with the UWP under "the banner of the National 
States Rights Party", with national offices at Post 
Office Box 26l, Jeffersonville, Indiana. 

In November, 1958, a source advised that 
the NSRP is composed of past members cf kiar.-type organi- 
zations and notorious anti-Semites. 

Issues Number 19, dated June, i960, 'the 
Thunderbolt", announced the address of the headquarters 
of the NSRP had been changed from Jeffersonville, 

Indiana to Post Office Box 783, Birmingham, Alabama.

There is no postal law which 
prohibits the mailing of statements against a religious group . 
against a race of people, as such. Accordingly, there is no 
action we may .take against the literature in question.

A source advised on February 27, 1959, that 
GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL of Arlington, Virginia, had held 
an organizational meeting of the World Union of Free 
Enterprise National Socialists {WUFENS) at his residence 
on February 2 6, 1959. , 

Six persons were present and, they, according to 
the source, comprised the beginning of an officer corps of 
the organization. ROCKWELL told those present that the 
WUFENS would be an international movement, but that the 
section of the organization in the United States would be 
known as the American- Party of the WUFENS . 

ROCKWELL, on March 26, 1959* furnished to Special 
Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, a copy of 
the program of the WUFENS, stating that he expects to 
become the President of the United States through the 
organization 1 s platform. The main tenets of the WUFENS, 
as reflected in the program, call for the migration of 
Negroes to Africa and the trial and execution of all Jews 
guilty of Communist and Zionist treason. 

A second source advised on August 15, 1962, that the 
main activity of the organization in furtherance of these 
objectives, has consisted of picket ings with anti- Jewish 
and anti-Negro placards; talks by ROCKWELL attacking Jews 
as traitors to the United States; attempts by ROCKWELL to 
form Nazi groups in various cities in the United States; 
and attempts to form a group of international sympathizers . 
ROCKWELL prints large amounts of Nazi literature at 
American Nazi Party Headquarters, 928 North Randolph 
Street, Arlington, Virginia.

II. OBJECTIVES 

In a flyer distributed by the NRP in May, 1963 * 
MADOLE stated the the purpose of the NRP is "unifying the 
great majority of white Christian Americans behind a 
political party which is not dominated by aggressive 
Jewish and Negro minority groups." 

A booklet published by the NRP, entitled "SE 
Man," self -described as the organ of the Security Echelon 
(SE) of the NRP states that the SE was formed to defend 
against the terrorist methods practiced by the -Israeli 
Intelligence Service known as the Shin Beth which "SE 
Man" states has waged a war of terror and murder for many 
years. 

The SE of the NRP is described as "the fighting 
vanguard of the white race" and the purpose of the SE is 
to protect the leadership of the NRP and provide order at 
NRP rallies and meetings. 

On May 8, 1963, NY T-l described the objectives 
of the NRP as promoting United Arab Republic (UAR) policies 
in the United States and promoting a general anti-Semitic 
atmosphere in every walk of life.

GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL PARTY 


A source advised on February 27 , 1959 , that 
GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL of Arlington, Virginia > had held 
an organizational meeting of the World Union of Free 
Enterprise National Socialists (WUFENS) at his residence 
on February 26, 1959 . 

Six persons were present and they, according to 
the source, comprised the -beginning of an officer corps of 
the organization. ROCKWELL told those present that the 
WUFENS would be an international movement, but that the 
section of the organization in the United States would be 
known as the American Party of the WUFENS. 

ROCKWELL, on March 26, 1959 > furnished to Special 
Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, a copy of 
the program of the WUFENS,. stating that he expects to 
become the President of the United States through the 
organizations platform. The main tenets of the WUFENS, 
as reflected in the program, call for the migration of 
Negroes to. Africa and the trial and execution of all Jews 
guilty of Communist and Zionist treason.

A second source advised on August 15 , 1962, that the 
main activity of the organization in furtherance of these 
objectives, has consisted of picketings with anti-Jewish 
and anti-Negro placards; talks by ROCKWELL attacking Jews 
as traitors to the United States; attempts by ROCKWELL to 
form Nazi groups in various cjities in the United States; 
and attempts to form a group ’of international sympathizers . 
ROCKWELL prints large amount? of Nazi literature at 
American Nazi Party Headquarters, 928 North Randolph 
Street, Arlington, Virginia. 

On June 29, 1962, the State of Virginia revoked 
the charter of the American Nazi Party..

It was 
founded in 1949 by JAMES H. MADOLE, who is in complete 
control of the Party. The Party's main function is distri- 
bution of the "National Renaissance Bulletin on a bi- 
monthly basis and distribution of pro-Arab literature 
obtained from official Arab establishments in New York City. 

The source further stated that the headquarters for 
the NRP is located in the residence of JAMES H. MADOLE, at 
10 West 90th Street, New York City. 


The Un-American Activities Committee of the United 
States House of Representatives in a Preliminary Report 
dated December 17, 1954, stated "National Renaissance 
party activities and propaganda are clearly subversive 
and un-American."

National States Rights Party (NSRP) 

On November 26, 1957 a a source advised that the 
United White Party (UWP) was organized at a convention 
held in Knoxville, Tennessee, on November 10, 1957. 

An article in the November 26, 1957 issue of the "Green- . 
ville Piedmont," a newspaper of Greenville, South Carolina, 
reported "the recent formation of a new political party 
to be known as the United White Party." According to the 
article, the party was formed at a recently held meeting 
in Knoxville, Tennessee, at which many klansmen were 
represented. The UWP was reported as being opposed to 
all "race mixing organizations and individuals." 

The July, 1953 issue of "The Thunderbolt", self- 
described as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of 
the National States Rights Party" (NSRP) reported that 
rank and file "States Righters" had merged with the UWP 
under "the banner of the National States Rights Party," 
with national offices at Post office Box 261, Jeffersonville, 
Indiana. 


In November, 1958, a source advised that the NSRP 
is composed of past members of klan-type organizations and 
notorious anti-Semites. 

Issue Number 19, dated June, i960, "The Thunder- 
bolt," announced the address of the headquarters of the 
NSRP had been changed from Jeffersonville, Indiana, to 
post office Box 783, Birmingham, Alabama.

NATIONALIST PARTY 


On June 28, 1962, Detective TONY ULASEWICZ, Bureau 
of Special Services (BSS), New York City Police Department 
(NYCPD) ,• advised that the Nationalist Party (NP) was formed 
on September 21, 1961, and although it has no actual head- 
quarters, continues to maintain a "mail drop" at 507 Fifth 
Avenue, -New York City. 

Detective ULASEWICZ further advised that although 
LUKE DOMMER has no official title as an officer of > the NP, 
he in actuality controls the activities of the NP. 

Detective ULASEWICZ stated that even though activities 
of the NP consist of anti-communist demonstrations, members 
of the NP have in the past exhibited anti-semitic sympathies, 
and stated that LUKE DOMMER mentioned above attended a meeting 
of the Fighting American Nationalists (FAN) which -was held in 
New York City on December 4, i960. 

On August 2, 1962, a confidential source advised 
that the NP activities are openly anti-communist. However, 
this source stated, members of the NP have strong anti- 
semitic sympathies which they do not reveal openly since 
they feel disclosure of such sympathies would lose many 
supporters for the NP. 

The above source further advised that the NP 
continues to join with other organizations in anti-communist 
demonstrations thereby giving the impression of having a 
greater membership than it actually has.

On June 28, 19,63* Detective TONY ULASEWICZ, Bureau 
of Special Services (BSS), New York City Police Department 
(NYCPD) , advised that the_Nationalist Party (NP) was / 
formed on September 21, 1961, and although-iir'has no / 
actual headquarters, continues to maintain a "mail drop" 
at 507 Fifth Avenue, New York City. I 


. Defective ULASEWICZ further advised that although 
LUKMDOMMER has no official ti£le as an officer of the NP, 
he 'in^actuality controls the activities of the NP. I 

Detective ULASEWICZ stated that even though / 
activities of the NP .consist of anti-communist demonstrations, 
members of the NP have in the past exhibited anti-semitic 
sympathies, and stated that LUKE DOMMER mentioned above 
attended a meeting of the Fighting American Nationalists 
(FAN) which was held in New York City on. December 4, i960. 


On August 2, 1962, a confidential source advised 
that the NP activities are openly anti-communist. However, 
this source stated, members of the NP have strong anti- 
semitic sympathies which they do not reveal openly since 
they feel disclosure of such sympathies would lose many 
supporters for the NP. 


The above source further advised that the NP 
continues to join with other organizations in anti- 
communist demonstrations thereby giving the impression 
of having a greater membership than it actually has.

On May 9, 1962, a source stated that, the 
National Renaissance Party (NRP) is an anti-Semiti6, 
anti-Christian, anti-Negro and neo-Fascist organization, 
with activities generally confined to the New York 
City area. It was founded in 1949 by James H. Madole, 
who is in complete control of the Party. The Party's 
main function is distribution of the "National 
Renaissance Bulletin" on a bi-monthly basis and 
distribution of pro-Arab literature obtained from 
official Arab establishments in New York City. 

The source further stated that the headquarters 
for the NRP is located in the residence of James H. 

Madole at 10 West 90th Street, New York City. 

The Un-American Activities Committee of the 
United States- House of Representatives in a Preliminary 
Report i dated December 17, 1954, stated, "National 
Renaissance Party activities and propaganda are clearly 
subversive and un- American."

NATIONAL STATES RIGHTS PARTY (NSRP) 


On November 28^X9577" a" 'source advised that 
the United White Party (UWP) was organized at a con- 
vention held in Knoxville, Tennessee, on November 10, 
1957. An article in the November 26, 1957, issue of the 
"Greenville Piedomont", a newspaper of -Greenville, 

South Carolina, reported "the recent formation of a 
new political party to be, known as the United White 
Party," According to the article, the party was formed 
at a recently held meeting in Knoxville, Tennessee, at 
which many klansmen were represented. The UWP was 
reported as being opposed to all "race mixing organiza- 
tions and individuals," 

The July, 1958, issue of "The Thunderbolt", 
self-described as the "official Racial Nationalist 
Organ of the National States Rights Party" (NSRP) 
reported that rank and file "states Rlghters" had 
merged with the UWP under "the* banner of the National 
States Rights Party", with national offices at Post 
Office Box 261, Jeffersonville, , Indiana. 

In November, 1958, a source: advised that 
the NSRP is composed of past members of klan-type organi- 
zations and notorious anti-Semites.

In his book "This Time the World," copyrighted in 
1961, George Lincoln Rockwall identified himself as Commander, 
American Nazi Party of the World Union of Free Enterprise 
National Socialists (ANP - WUFENS), Arlington, Virginia. 

• The April 4 S 1963 issued of "The Richmond News 
leader, " a Richmond, Virginia daily newspaper, reported that 
George Lincoln Rockwell had., on the previous day, again applied 
for the American Nazi Party to be chartered iii the. State of 
Virginia, -but this request was turned down by the Virginia, 

State Corporation Commission, This action was taken pursuant 
to an act of the 1962 Virginia Assembly which p&hibits the 
use of "Nazi" or "National Socialism" in a Virginia charter. 

This article, further pointed out that Rockwell's party is 
presently chartered in the State of Virginia as the George 
Lincoln Rockwell Tarty. 

On August 19, 1963, a source advised that the ANP - 
WUFENS was ’organised by George Lincoln Rockwell at his residence 
in Arlington, Virginia cn February 26, ,1959 as an international 
"National Socialist" movement based on the German Nazi Party 
headed by Adclf Hitler <> He added that Pvoclcwell is the dominant 
force and personality in this party; that he is espousing a 
"line" of hatred against the Jews and Negroes; and that he is 
seeking,. *thrr ugh speeches, distribution of literature, and 
picketing, to establish a cohesive and dominant political 
party in the United States and in foreign countries. 

■On December 13, 1963,. this source advised .that in 
about September, 1960, the ANP initiated the Fighting American. 
Nationalists (FAN) as a front group for the ANP although it 
has never been a separate organization. . The source said the

FAN name is merely used on occasion instead of the ANP nam a 
and there are no separate officials for FAN, the FAN officials 
being identical with the ANP officials. He stated that George 
Lincoln Rockwell has informed him the FAN name was originally 
used as a device to attract supporters to his organization 
who might rebel at the use of the swastika and at being labeled 
as a Nazi. 


He added that the ANP has operated under the FAN 
name throughout the country with the exception of a group 
operating- under the FAN name in Baltimore, Maryland*. He said 
the FAN group in Baltimore is- now, and always, has been, a 
separate, organization and not a part of the ANP.

The Un-American Activities Committee of the United

In his book "This Time The World," copyrighted in 
1961, GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL identified himself as Commander, 
American Nazi Party of the World Union, of Free Enterprise 
National Socialists (ANP - WUFENS), Arlington, Virginia. 

The April 4, 1963, issue of "The Richmond News 
Leaders," a Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported 
that GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL had, on the previous day, again 
applied for' the American Nazi Party to be chartered in the 
State of Virginia, but this request was turned down by the 
Virginia State Corporation Commission. This action was taken 
pursuant to an act of the 1962 Virginia Assembly which 
-prohibits the use cf "Nazi" or "National Socialism" in a 
Virginia charter. This article further pointed out that 
ROCKWELL'S party is presently chartered in the State of 
Virginia as the George Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 19 * 1963 * a source advised that the ANP - 
WUFENS was organized by GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL at his 
residence in Arlington, Virginia, on February 26, 1959* 
as an international "National Socialist" movement based 
on the German Nazi Party headed by .ADOLF HITLER . He 
added that ROCKWELL is the dominant force and personality 
in this party; that he is espousing a "line" of hatred against 
the Jews and Negroes; and that he is seeking, through speeches, 
distribution of literature and picketing, to establish a 
cohesive and dominant political party in the United States 
and in foreign countries. 

On December 13* 1963* this source advised that in 
about September, i960, the ANP initiated the Fighting American 
Nationalists (FAN) as a front group for the ANP, although it 
has never been a separate organization. He said the FAN name 
is merely used on occasion instead of the ANP name and there 
are no separate officials for FAN, the FAN officials being 
identical with the ANP officials. He stated that GEORGE 
LINCOLN ROCKWELL has informed him the FAN name was originally 
used as a device to attract supporters to his organization 
who might rebel at the use of the Swastika and at being 
labeled as a Nazi.

Generally speaking, they hold offices of influence and respect. 

They have echoed the same sentiments of disgust and displeasure 
over the contents of the mailings as I have and am doing now. 

The mailings themselves are violently anti-negro, anti- ( 

Jewish, and anti-catholic. I personally have disregarded them, 
but I have no way of knowing whether others might be seriously 
influenced by them, or the sentiments they express. 

I would ask that you inform me of any way to discontinue 
these mailings. All have been postmarked in New York City and 
have no return address on them. If you can offer me any suggestions 
concerning this matter, I would appreciate them. Also, if I’ 
can be of any further help to yourself, please feel free to b6

Dear Mr. Hoovers 


I would like to draw your attention to the piece of enclosed "hate" 
literature that I received yesterday due to a letter I had in the paper decrying 
bigotry. I know that your wonderful organization is well aware of these communist- 
type organizations but I do believe something .should be done about sending such 
through the mails. 
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How would you like it if your exquisitely formed 
White child was no longer White? Pink^cheeks.no longer 
pink? Blue eyes no longer blue, lovely hair no longer 
lovely?* 

It's sensitive mind no longer sensitive but ape like? 
It's beautiful body no longer beautiful but black and evij 
smelling? 

A few drops of negro blood in your child's veins and 
it could have a coal black negro baby. 


This act of mating is not done at the camps but your 
child's mind is poisoned with false social and religious 
ideas at its most susceptible Stage so that the act of 
marriage can be accomplished later. They must steal 
your child's mind before they can steal its body. 

You know where 
your treasure is. Protect it. To keep your child from ne- 
groes it will be necessary to keep it away from all youth 
movements - - with especial emphasis on those that pose 
as religious or political or democratic.

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NATIONAL RENAISSANCE PARTY 

On July l6, 1963 j a source stated that the National 
Renaissance Party (NRP) is an anti-semitic, anti-Christian, 
anti-Negro, and neo-Fascist organization, with activities 
generally confined to the New York City area. It was founded 
In 1949, by JAMES H. MADOLE, who is in complete control of 
the party. The party 1 s main function is distribution of the 
National Renaissance Bulletin on a bi-monthly basis and 
distribution of pro-Arab literature obtained from official 
Arab establishments in New York City. 

The source further stated that the headquarters 
for the NRP is located in the residence of JAMES H. MADOLE 
at 10 West 90th Street, New York City. 


The Un-American Activities Committee of the United 
States House of Representatives in a Preliminary Report 
dated December 17, 1954, stated NRP activities and 
propaganda are clearly subversive and un-American.

of Special Services, New York City Police Department, advised 
that all activities of the NRP have ceased and apparently will 
not resume for some time since JAMES H. MADOLE is presently 
serving a two year sentence Imposed on him on July 16, 1964, 
on a charge of riot. 
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
